LAFAYETTE, La.—The gasoline and tire situation means less to 
the population in five or six counties surrounding this city than in 
any other p art of the United States. For here in the grassy prairies, 
automobiles were never an im portant factor in transportation.

These "horae-and-buggy ’ counties are bayou counties. To the north 
are the sandy hills, to the south are the gulf coast m arshes, to the west 
the flatlands along the Texas boundary, to the east is the storied region 
along Bayou Teche. These prairies 
comprise some 3,500 square miles. 
To the folks in this territory have 
been sold half the buggies built.

antiar action on the face of Father 
Duffy’s statue in Times Square to­ 
day. 
For this day the O Briens and 
* 
Kelleys; 
Murphys 
and 
Dolans; 
Kternana and Finnegan*—'‘Fight­ 
ing Irish”- have nearly finished 
their tour of duty on Saipan. 
These '‘Fighting Irish” have a 
record w ritten in blood across the 
pages of history. They are the old 
‘ Fighting 6 9 th ' guided through 
the last w-ar by Father Duffy. 
Now the 165th regiment, the 
‘‘Fighting Irish” still live today, 
digging out the remainder of Sai­ 
pan’! defenders hiding in ravines 
northwest of Tanapag harbor, 
“We’ve been with the Marines 
so long, we’re getting to be known 
aa “16th Marinea,’* said Lieut. Col. 
Joseph T. H art of Elm hurst, New 
York, regimental commander. 
Col. Hart, formerly the regi­ 
m ent’s executive officer, took over 
command of thk 165th 
the regi­ 
ment that conquered Makin island 
In the Gilberts 
hen the regular 
* 
regim ental conimVnder, Col. Ger­ 
ard W. Kelley, wijfc wounded by a 
piece of m ortar shrapnel. 
Do Fine Job 
“I know of no jo / ainee the 
regiment fought In the Revolution­ 
ary W ar, which compare! with the 
Job we’ve done here.” H art re­ 
called today, aa he rubbed two 
weeks* growth of whiskers. 
His tired eyes lit up when h# 
» 
talked about his men, the men of 
the 166th. 
There is no singling out any one 
man for a certain job done The 
job here ha* been so outstanding 
th at it be aecompushed only by 
close teamwork, with every man 
keeping hit eye on the ball and 
following through,’’ Col. H art ex­ 
plained. 
The 165th regiment came ashore 
toward the clote of the aecond day 
of the invasion of Saipan, the first 
arm y unit landed. From that time 
on they were alway* in the line— 
never relieved once. 
On the morning of July IO—23 
days after they went into action— 
the men of the 16th had the firsfl 
cup of hot coffee. 
Too Ituw To Eat 
“The men just didn’t have time 
for either hot coffee or hot food,” 
H art recalled. 
“From the time we came ashore. I 
we've gone only in one direction— 
forward. We marched the night we 
came 
ashore 
and 
we've 
been 
m arching ever ainee. 
“That m eant fighting all day 
and digging in at night, where 
even the small flicker of a match, 
let alone a small fire for coffee, 
would have given the Japs just the 
information they were looking for. I 
“What the men went through 
here on Saipan la almost unbeliev­ 
able. It would be considered beyond 
human endurance — climate, ter­ 
rain, cold ^eld rations. They took 
it and, boy. did they dish it out!” 
The 165th- at various tim es a t­ 
tached to the Fourth and Second 
Marines had as its first objective 
the capture of Aslito airfield. 
Take Airfield 
The airfield fell to them June 18. ! 
w hich. Incidentally was Col. H art s 
fourteenth wedding anniversary. 
From Aalito the regiment drove 
toward N afutan ridge and after 
two days of vicious yard-by-yard 
fighting, they were railed to rein­ 
force the Marines pushing up the 
slopes of Mount Tapotchau. 
As this is being w ritten the last 
assignm ent of the “Fighting Irish’* 
of the 165th is to clean out the 
cavea in the immediate vicinity of 
the 
regimental 
command 
post, 
where the Jap* have organized for 
a banzai attack. 
“We’ve killed more than 500 
Jap* since Saipan has been se­ 
cured,” H art said. 
“The Jap* keep trying to get I 
through to their take-off place. I ! 
guess they still think they are j 
holding that part of the island.” 
“It a well known that the regi- ' 
m ent Is mostly Irish but it has I 
‘others’,” Col. H art aaid. ‘‘We’ve I 
got Cohens, Littm ans, and L eh -; 
mans — and some of them have 
been with us so long that we call i 
them “Murphy” or “Kelley.” 
“Hell, names don’t mean much 1 
when you’re fighting!” 
The Marine general commanding 
all assault troops on Saipan issued 
a direct order that each man of the 
165th regiment should be informed 
of his congratulations to the regi­ 
ment for carrying out its assign­ 
ment.

SHIP BUILT OF SALVAGE. NAVAL SCHOOL 


Here's How U. S. Sailors 
Are Taught Damage Control 


By ANDRIW It. BOONE 
Central Press Correspondent 
HAN PEDRO, Cal.—Built almost 
entirely of salvaged material and 
by 
ship-fitter* 
and 
carpenters' 
mates assigned to Small Craft 
Training Center, Roosevelt Base. 
Terminal island (San Pedro), the 
good ship. F. C. Huntoon is one of 
the most completely outfitted dam­ 
age control schools in the entire 
United States Navy. 
In her permanent berth next to 
the parking lot she is s creation 
of steel, concrete, wood, ingenuity 
and enterprise, j 
Chief Boatswain Harry B. Car­ 
ter who conceived her, and under 
whose supervision she was as­ 
sembled and built, is winding up a 
long and eventful Navy career as 
instructor in damage control and 
seamanship in the Navy** training 
center. 
One hundred and ten feet long, 
and consisting of three compart­ 
ments, the ship is equipped as a 
class room, complete with projec­ 
tion gear, blackboard and public 
address system, and as a practical 
workaday laboratory where the 
classroom lectures are put to im­ 
mediate application. 
Classroom on Ship 
TAinees leave the classroom In 
the after part of the ship, go for­ 
ward and topsides through water­ 
tight doors and hatches, don their 
oilskins, and with water pouring 
through realistic shellholes in three 
bulkheads, proceed to plug, mat 
and shore up the holes under the 
supervision of competent instruc­ 
tors 
Drills are conducted exactly as 
if the ship were at sea under fire. 
Trainees have no foreknowledge of 
which of the shellholes will start 
spouting water at them. 
Word is passed from the flying 
bridge that the ship has been hit 
below decks. Immediately the dam­ 
age control bag is broken out and 
lowered to the scene of the dam­ 
age. 
The trainees rush to their sta­ 
tions. The bilge pump is manned, 
and with the water pouring in 
under SO pounds pressure, the busi­ 
ness of damage control is begun — 
and finished. Chief Boatswain Car­ 
ter says a fast crew will plur, mat 
and shore up the holes in a m atter 
of 20 m inutes 
bealing ShellhoP* 
Essentially, there are four step* 
in Bealing up shellholes and con­ 
trolling water; the bilgepumps are 
started, plugs are rammed into 
hole*, m ats and mattresses a n se­ 
cured over the plugs and, finally, 
the “patch" is shored up with 
wedges, 
cofferdam 
covers 
and 
wooden shorn. 
It takes about two minutes to 
stop the flow of water from three 
gaping holes, and about 18 min­ 
utes to seal them up tig h t 
Even more impressive than the 
training methods themselves, is 
the manner in which the ship was 
assembled and built She consists, 
in the main, of the forward deck­ 
house of a destroyer escort the 
wheelhouse, 
flying 
bridge 
and 
mainmast of a sub chaser, and the 
woollen afterpart built by public 
works carpenters. 
Equipm ent from deckhouse to 
water pipes and tools, was PO per 
cent salvaged. 
Even the wheel- 
b a r r o w s , 
sand, 
concrete 
and 
shovels were donated. 
Hatches, watertight doors, bilge

pumps, lumber, a hand operated 
handybilly, signal halliards, wheel, 
compass, engine room telegraph, 
pp I or us and ladders, were begged, 
borrowed or “found.” Even a lathe 
for turning out plugs was donated 
to the project by a local construc­ 
tion company. 
A fter being assembled, the ar­ 
ticles were repaired or rebuilt as 
the occasion demanded, and fitted 
into 
the 
structure. 
Watertight 
doors are welded to the bulkheads.

According to Chief Carter, most 
inexperienced men confronted with 
the problem of plugging shellholes 
under fire are confused by the in­ 
rushing water. In their confusion 
they lone valuable time and do in­ 
adequate work. 


Training in the SCTC Damage 
Control School, however, accustoms 
them to the water-fighting condi­ 
tions they will be working under at 
sea. Pro per damage control will 
take care of about 95 per cent of 
the water; the bilgepumps can 
handle the rest

bow where drills will be conducted 
in damage control resulting from 
collision.

M a la ria Recurrent in W a r Times

We take M assachusetts 
around Boston for an example be­ 
cut e we have very complete re­ 
ports on th at region. This area is 
pre-eminently 
not 
a 
m alarial 
country. The weather ii not coa­ 
t i . ive to the breeding of the mos­ 
quito©. which carry malaria, and 
there are no extensive swamp 
lands to furnish the ideal habitat 
for the mosquito. 
Under normal conditions within 
historical tin e s the incidence of 
malaria in M assachusetts is al­ 
most nil. In 1K*>4, however, sol­ 
diers returning from the Civil War 
who had been fighting and living 
in southern climates raised the 
m alaria incidence in Massachu­ 
setts to a high peak and furnished 
a reservoir so th a t even the civil 
population had some experience 
with the disease. 
A fter the Spanish American 
W ar in the same region the same 
results were noted, only in a more 
marked degree. Krum 1915 to 1919 
there was a slight rise in the re­ 
ported incidence, due entirely to 
sailors in the Marine Hospital. 
Now returning soldiers from the 
Par ifie, Italy and Africa raise the 
incidence anew. 


Malaria Areas 
In the whole area of the United 
States we have in our own time 
malaria always in Louisiana, Mis­ 
sissippi and parts of the Gulf 
States, though it is kept pretty 
well in control. In the memory of 
man living it used to be prevalent 
farther north—in A rkansas, Ten­ 
ner ee, Missouri, Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky. In fact it was the great 
infectious disease which plagued 
the early settlers in the westward 
march. But the draining of the 
swamps and idle w ater and mos­ 
quito control has largely wiped it 
o u t 
The men of the armed forces 
from the Pacific area are bringing 
back some of the w orst complica­ 
tions of the most m alignant forms 
of malaria. 
The ordinary, usual form of 
m alaria—chills and fever every 
day (the aestivo-autum nal form ), 
or every other day (the tertian 
form ), or every fourth day (the 
qua tdan form ) can be supposed 
to he recognized by any medical 
man. But the queer forms may I 


prove a great puzzle in a non- 
m aianal country when the physi­ 
cian is not on the alert to suspect 
every sick person of navmg some 
form of m alaria 


Types of Disease 


There is, tor instance, the coma­ 
tose iorm when the patient begins 
with an active delirium and sub­ 
sides into a deep state of uncon­ 
sciousness. a coma And the algid 
form 
whicn 
presents a severe 
acute digestive disturbance with 
nausea, vomiting and diarrhoea. 
There may be no actus: chill in 
either of these form* Or again 
the haem orrhagic form with pass­ 
ing of bloody urine (blackwater 
fever), or bloody vomiting, etc. 
Then the cachectic, or anemic 
form with onset with great pros­ 
tration and haem orrhage into the 
retina of the eye and great de­ 
pletion of the blood. 
Ii is unlikely that m alaria, par­ 
ticularly the m alignant tropical 
forms, will gam any foothold rn 
this country. Quinine is, as it has 
always been, a sovereign remedy. 
And our supply of quinine, th reat­ 
ened early in the war by the Jap ­ 
anese occupation of Java, is now 
apparently quite safe and abund­ 
ant, especially since the announce­ 
ment a few days ago of the syn­ 
thetic production of quinine by the 
M assachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology chemists. Public health of­ 
ficers are alert to the draining of 
swamps and killing of mosquitoes 
in potentially m alarial districts 
as I am reminded by an announce­ 
ment from the exterm ination com­ 
m ittee of N assau County, New 
York. 
M alaria is, let us remember, the 
greatest disease scourge of the 
world. It is the real Fourth Horse­ 
man of the Apocalypse.

‘There would seem to be only 
ore remedy to this highly unsatis­ 
factory situation in which W’C are 
unfortunately but nevertheless se­ 
riously involved, and 
that is 
to 
change the attitude of the people 
of India towards the war. make 
them feel that we want them to 
absume responsibilities to the Uni­ 
ted Nations and are prepared to 
give them facilities for doing so. 
’The present political conditions 
do not perm it of any Improvement 
in this respect. Even 
though the 
British should fail again, it is high 
time that they should make an ef­ 
fort to improve conditions and re­ 
establish confidence among the In- 
dim people that their future inde­ 
pendence is to be gi anted. 
Words are of 
no avail. They 
only aggravate the present situa­ 
tion. It is time for the British to 
act. This they can do by a solemn 
declaration from the King-Emper- 
or that India will achieve her in­ 
dependence at a specific date after 


the w ar and that, as a guarantee

Government will be re-established 
at the center, and limited powers 
transferred to it. 


MUCH AT STAKE FOR C. S. 
"I feel strongly, Mr. President, 
th at In view of our m ilitary posi­ 
tion 
in India, 
we should 
have a 
voice In these m atters. It la not 
right for the British to say this is 
none of your business when we 
alone 
presumably will 
have fthe 
m ajor part to play in the struggle 
with Japan. 
"If we do nothing and merely ac­ 
cept the British point of view th at 
conditions in India are none of our 
business, then we m ust be pre­ 
pared for 
various 
serious conse­ 
quences in the internal situation in 
India which may develop as a re­ 
sult of the despair and misery and 
anti-w hite sentim ents of hundreds 
of millions of subject "people. 
'T h e peoples of Asia —and I am 
supported in this opinion by other 
diplomatic and m ilitary observers 
—cynically regard this w-ar as one

fascist and

powers. A generous British gesture 
to India would change this unde­ 
sirable political atm osphere.
